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Holy Catholic Church, 


lis Organizition in the Time of 
the Apostles. 


& Lectare Delivered by the Bishop of 
Qa'Apyellr, Jan. 21,

Some people I have no doubt will 
be startled at the title T have given 
to these lectures, “The Holy Catholic 
Church.” I have used these words 
on purpose, for such is the title we 
claim for our church as may be fully 
seeni: the formulas and creeds cune 
tained in our prayer book. Every 
time we go tuo church, wo say we 
believe the Holy Catholic church ; 
and to surrender that title to the ex- 
clusive possession of another body 
8s ig crroncously done in ordinary 
us’, is to be faithless to our true 
position, or to display a great amount 
of ignorance. The word Catholic 
merely means universal, and is that 
title which has’ been used for the 
church of Christ feom the earliest 
times to distinguish it from all other 
bodies. To restrict its use therefore 
te one branch of that chufch, as 
men do when they speak of the 
church of Rome as the Catholic 
chu ch, is utterly wrong and mis. 
leading. A yreat Roman controver- 
sialist, Dr. Milner, clearly seein 
this j int in ony harness, has said, 
speaking of the members of the 
church of England: “Every time 
th:y address the God of Truth, 
either in colernn worship or in private 
devotion, they are forced each of 
them to repeat, ‘L believe in the 
Catholic church.’ and yet if I ask 
any of thers the question—‘are you 
a Catholis?’ he is sure to answer 
m:,‘No, Lama Protestant.’ Was 
there ever a wore glaring instance 
of inconsistaney and self condemna- 
tion amo ¢ rational beings.” The 
church is indeed protestant as she 
protests againist certain errors of 
the church of Rome, but she is 
Cutholis as she maintains and up- 
holls the one great body of truth 
thit -he has inherited from the time 
when the church was as yet one, 
tho deposit onee delivered to the 
saints. And to uphold truth in ours 
is wore imp oruut work than to pro- 
teat ajainst the erro's of others. This| 
misuse of the word Catholic is only, | 
however, one instance of that ignor- 
auce that so extensively prevails 
oven amongst fairly educated church 
people concerning the history of the 
church of Christ, That ignorance 
is indocd very extraordinary, Its 
profundity is sometimes revealed in 
conversation and in newspaper core 
respondence. But it) seeins to ne 
still more extraordinay that most 
people should care so little for this 
iynorance. ILow few ever take the 
trouble to make any investigation, 
orto read any book that might ene 
lighten them on the subject, And 
yet surely it is a subject of the very 
greatest and deepest interest. We 
are ashamed if we do not know 
something at least of the history of 
our country, and the more we do 
kuow of it the greater becomes al 
interest im it and the more our 
pitriotism grows, Our hearts ate 
Kindled with pride as we read of 
the iilustricus deeds of its heroes, 
and its statesmen, or of the fume of

the country, and that in no case, so far 
as we arc aWare, ins the pot been dug 
up. According to report, the pirate, , 
Captain Kidd, secreted untold treasure | 
m scores of pisces, and much money 
and great labor bsve been spent in try- 
ing to discover it. 

But bo one has found the gold. In- | 
deed, the probability is that more | 
mouey has been spent in the search 
than Captain Kidd ever buried--if, as 
a matter of fact, he buried any gold, or 

ut under ground any which he did not 

imself dig up in due time. However | 
that may be, nobody has been made the | 
richer by finding any of the purate’s | 
‘sessions. 

The searchers for that hidden booty | 
have not teen able to ciscover any way | 
of determinining the exact places where ' 
it lies, and we fearthat our correspon- 
dent will be equally unsucceasfal. At 
any rate, we can not tell bim how to 
get to the epot where his pot of gold 
and silver is. We know ov other way | 
than for him to dig up the whole space , 
in some part of which he is so sure it is | 
concealed. ‘Then he will be pretty 
likely to tind it, if it is there. 

But todo that will cost him much_ 
money, and he will have to expend no 
end of anxivus labor, That is the cer- | 
tainty. Wheteer he will dig up avy 
pot of treasure at all is 1 matter of very 
great un-ertainty; andl even if he 
strikes the pot he may fod ita very 
emall one and with very little in it. So 
far ws we remember, spite of vears 
spent in d gging for them, vo pots of 
gold of muca account have ever been 
unearthed an this country. 

If, however, our correspondent makes 
up his mind to dig over the whole space, 
we advise him not to undertake the job 
unle-s he is sure of cetting pad for his 
work. Of course, there is no assurance 
of reward from thedi covered pot. Aft- 
er all, it may not bo there, and if it is 
there it may contain no hing of any 
great value. The true policy for him, | 
therefore, isto get up a company to 
search for the suspected or imagined 
treasure, demand a large part of the 
stock as the originator of the scheme, 
and pay bimselfa large salary out of 
the money he gets from the sales of 
shares. 

Perhaps he will say thatit will be im- 

s ble to tind fools to buy the stock. 
Sut there he will be wrong. Of recent | 
ars millioas upon m llions of money 
ave been put into schemes for unearth- 
ing the precious nittals which were no 
more promising and no more sens ble 
than his. Just now taere may nut bea | 
very good market for such mining stock, | 
but a few years ago it was greedily 
bought, and one of the places where 
the demand for it was greatest was 
shrewd Yankee Boston.
